“The great problem, however, 
would be how to deal with the resist- 
ance of the air. There are three 
methods by which this could be met. 
One of these would be to construct the 
train sigar shape, with the sides of 
the carriages oiled or varnished so as 
to make them as smooth as possible. 

“Another way would be to reduce 
the friction of the track by fitting 
wings, or lifting planes, all around 
thet rain, the object being to utilize 
the ressiance of the atmosphere to 
lift the weight from the track and 
thereby reduce the track resistance. 

“The third method would be not to 
run the train through the air at all. 
This could only be done hy mnning it 
in a tube from which the t ir has been 
exhausted in advance of the speeding 
train by powerful pumps.”

Sedge Again Appears. 

The reappearance throughout the 
Blue Grass counties of Kentucky of 
Sedge, a plant belonging to the grass 
family without commrecial value, and 
one that is a great detriment to agri- 
cultural interests, is causing much ap- ; 
prehension amo g farmers, especially 1 
those who remember how profusely it 
wa9 scattered over a wide area in the 
sixties and with what stubborness it 
resisted efforts to exterminate it. 

It disappeared however, much to the 
relief of those who had large areas of 
bluegrass pasture and was thought to 
be extinct. It; is again to be seen 
here and there its reappearance being 
first observed during the summer of 
1909 in Clark county. 

The plant is hardy and increases in 
s ze stooling out like wheat until the 
keel is as large as a sugar bowl with 
more thanjSfty stalks each with short 
rough blades. The tips of the stalks 
look like bearded wbeat. 

Mr.iFrank Clay, who farms exten-i 
sively on the Georgeton pike is now 
engaged in ploughing up a field of 
clove* and timothy in order to prevent 
the spread of sedge which is scattered 
all over the field in liberal quantities 
and to eradicate it entirely from the 
premises. D. C. Lisie, another farm- 
er of the 3ame community, is fighting 
the progress of the plant which is get- 
ting a strong foothold ;in many fields 
and pastures between Paris and Cen- 
terville.
